Destin Harvest Receives $50,000 Challenge Grant 


Destin Harvest, the local food rescue and 
distribution agency, has been presented a $50,000 
challenge grant from the Dugas Family Foundation. 
The grant incentivizes local donors to contribute to 
Destin Harvest by guaranteeing that every dollar— 
up to $50,000—is matched by the foundation. 


Per terms of the grant, all proceeds must be used 
for operating expenses, such as truck fuel, truck 
insurance, truck and refrigerator maintenance, and 
driver wages for 2018. 


Destin Harvest captures over 140,000 pounds of 
food every month from local grocery stores and 
food retailers in Santa Rosa Beach, Destin and 
Fort Walton Beach. Using three refrigerated box 
trucks, DH picks up from these donors daily and 
then distributes the fresh and frozen meats, dairy, 
produce, and non-perishables for free the same day 
to feeding programs in Fort Walton Beach, Crestview, 
DeFuniak Springs, Destin and Santa Rosa Beach. 


DH has been actively providing this service to the 
community for 10 years now, bridging the gap 
between food surplus and hunger. 


The challenge grant awarded by Dugas Family 
Foundation presents a major aid to Destin Harvest, 
as the program works very hard to acquire more 
recurring donations from local businesses and 
small donors. As food volume increases, the cost 
to maintain all three pickup routes increases. 
Recurring donations are funds Destin Harvest can 
truly rely on each month, and this grant provides a 
fantastic opportunity to maximize those donations.

Memo: The Word “Moron”’ 
Is Banned from the White House!

As a result of the controversy following a comment 
made by Secretary of State Rex Tillerson, the 
president has issued the following directive to all 
senior staff and Cabinet members: 


The term “moron” is never to be used when 
referring to the current commander-in-chief. 


This ban shall include all adjectival enhancements 
of the word, including but not limited to “f--- 
--g moron” (Mr. Tillerson’s phrase), “hopeless 
moron,” “clueless moron,” “dithering moron” and 


“pompous moron.” 


No audible utterance of such disrespectful 
remarks will be tolerated, including but not limited 
to whispering, grumbling, muttering under one’s 
breath, or even fake-coughing the words when the 
president isn’t listening. 


Also forbidden is any reference to the Trump White 
House as an “adult day care center,” a line used 
by Republican Sen. Bob Corker of Tennessee. 
Such comments serve only to fuel the perception 
that the president behaves like a spoiled, unruly 
child and that he requires constant grownup 
supervision. 


If you are publicly asked to describe how the 
White House operates, your reply must avoid wry 
comparisons to any custodial care institutions, 
including but not limited to kindergartens, 
nursery schools, zoos, work-release camps or 
minimum-security prisons. 


All metaphors implying the executive branch is a 
circus or carnival are hereby banned, as are the 
words “clown,” “clownish” and “clown-like.” 


In the event that you or any member of your staff 
should slip and call the president an unflattering 
name, we will immediately initiate Emergency 
Protocol 467, otherwise known as the Tillerson 
Tilt. 


The secretary of state’s unfortunate “f----- g 
moron” remark was overhead after a meeting in 
which the president appeared to possess limited 
comprehension of the country’s nuclear-weapon 
capabilities. As soon as Mr. Tillerson’s words were 
leaked to the fake media, he was ordered to march 
out and assert his loyalty and admiration for the 
president. 


Mr. Tillerson dutifully complied, although 
he stopped short of denying that he called 
the president a moron. His refusal to lie was 
principled but unhelpful. A spokesman for the 
State Department was later assigned to officially 
refute the moron comment. 


Under this new directive, any Cabinet member who

Likewise, under these guidelines it is totally 
acceptable for you to borrow the term “politically 
motivated ingrates”’—coined by the president 
himself—to characterize Puerto Rican officials 
who have complained about the federal response 
to Hurricane Maria.

There is one popular insult that is hereby off-limits 
to any of you but the president—the word “loser,” 
which he intends to have trademarked. Numerous 
synonyms are still available, including but not 
limited to “failure,” “slacker” and “flop.” 


The purpose of these guidelines is to avoid 
embarrassing incidents like the one caused by 
the secretary of state. There will be no tolerance of 
any more “moron” comments, which only tarnish 
the dignity this president has brought to the Oval 
Office. 


Any violation of his directive will result in a 
humiliating series of tweets, to which you are 
prohibited from responding. Then, when the 
president is finished demeaning you, you will 
likely be fired. 


In the meantime he will boast of his superior 
intellect and challenge you to an IQ test. You are 
hereby required to play along, and play dumb.

What Would You Save 
If Your Life Depended on It?

What would you take if your life depended on 
itP Five minutes. Two minutes. A fire is sweeping 
toward your home, and whatever you can carry 
may be all you get to keep. 


What do you grab? 


It’s an unsettling question. Not as unsettling 
as the flames that are destroying thousands of 
houses in California’s wildfires. Not even close. 
But a question that makes you think. 


The New York Times ran a video recently with 
testimonies from victims of those fires, already 
the deadliest in California’s history, dozens killed 
and entire neighborhoods reduced to ash. At some 
point, these residents all beat a hasty departure. 
The Times asked what they salvaged. 


“T gathered my guitars...family photo albums that 
my wife had kept for many years...and then the 
cat,” said one Napa resident. “And that was it.” 


“My boyfriend grabbed all of his mounts off the 
wall,” a woman stated. 


“My son had hit a grand slam on Saturday,” 
a mother recalled, through tears, “and he just 


started crying because his ball was (still) in the 
house.”

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What we carry. What we leave behind. 
What would you save? 


As I write this, I sit by a desk that is crammed with 
favorite books, important papers, a (relatively) 
expensive computer, backup hard drives, a pile 
of crayon-colored thank-you notes from Haitian 
orphans, a funny photo from eighth grade, framed 
pictures of my family, and some dolls that a little 
girl, so precious to us, loved to play with. 


And that’s just within arm’s reach. 


Does all this stuff matter to me? That’s why it’s on 
my desk. Would I grab any of it if my house were 
about to burn? I’d want to. But I might be too busy 
trying to salvage something else. 


This question “What would you take?” was 
actually posed a few years ago by a blogger who 
turned it into a book, traveling the world and 
interviewing various people. Called The Burning 
House, it features the name, age, country and job 
description of each respondent, along with a photo 
of the things they would rescue. 


It’s a fascinating study of priorities, ranging 
from the practical (passports, hunting knives) 
to the personal (teddy bears, a favorite belt) to 
the professional (MacBooks and iPhones) to 
the profound (a photo of an infant, with the

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words, “Everything is recoverable, except my 
daughter.”) 


It goes without saying (I hope) that all living things 
take priority. And if there is only time to save 
children and pets, you do that first. 


But after that? How do we prioritize? What could 
we really do without? 


Or is it what would we miss? 


The comedian George Carlin had a brilliant routine 
about “stuff.” He said, “That’s all your house is—a 
place to keep your stuff. If you didn’t have so much 
stuff, you wouldn’t need a house... 


“A house is just a pile of stuff with a cover on 
it...a place to keep your stuff while you go out and 
get more stuff! Sometimes you gotta move, gotta 
get a bigger house. Why? No room for your stuff 
anymore.” 


Funny. Sad. True. And, for some these days, 
tragic. If you are blessed enough to own a home, 
look around right now at the things you have filled 
it with. And ask yourself what is really essential. 
What would you truly miss? I bet it’s only a fraction 
of what is there. But even a fraction can be beyond 
our ability to save. 


I suppose I’d take memories: things that could 
not be replaced with a newer version. Photos. 
Childhood drawings. Things my parents or 
grandparents gave me. Wedding mementos. 


But then you think of documents: deeds, wills, 
ownership papers. Then one-of-a-kind books. 
Then the guitar you played as a kid... 


You see what happens. It’s difficult enough to 
choose in the abstract, let alone when flames are 
licking through the nearby hills, sirens and smoke 
fighting for your focus. 


I remember seeing a photograph of Mahatma 
Gandhi’s possessions when he died. Two pairs of 
sandals, reading glasses, a pocket watch, a book. 
It could all fit in a shoebox. 


A life that free of material goods is something few 
of us reach. Then again, Gandhi’s items wound up 
in the hands of a collector, who auctioned some 
of them off for a lot of money. And you wonder, 
wherever they are now, if someone would run for 
them in the event of a deadly fire. 


What we carry. What we leave behind. We can 
only sympathize with those having to make such 
difficult choices, and pray that if we ever find 
ourselves in such a position, our values guide us 
wisely.

November is not one of the premier 
months along the Panhandle of Florida. 


The summer season is long gone. 
What passes for fall here can quickly 
deteriorate into a haphazard winter. 


Many businesses—particularly 
restaurants—quickly wind down. 
Turning a profit is usually out of the 
question. Breaking even can be a 
formidable task. It’s too soon to start 
preparing for the spring, and the busy 
days of summer are just a memory. 


The change in pace can be refreshing. 
The Gulf is often too rough to fish, but 
bay fishing is good for trout, redfish 
and flounder. Oysters taste best this 
time of year. There’s less traffic. Many 
people take the time to travel. Lots 
of fishermen become deer hunters. 
The college football season captivates 
whole families and is particularly 
enjoyable for Alabama fans. 


Business is slow, but for my family— 
both at work and at home—it is the 
best month of the year. 


This year will be the 23rd annual Take- 
A-Kid Fishing Day at Harbor Docks. 


On Nov. 5, 36 charter boats will back 
up to our docks and take more than 
300 kids fishing in the Gulf. 


We now take kids fishing whose 
parents fished with us—many for 
the first time—over two decades ago. 
We've taken more than 7,000 children 
fishing—always on the first Sunday in 
November—and provided them with 
breakfast, a fish fry, rods and reels, 
and t-shirts. 


Harbor Docks hosts the event. But we 
are a very small part of this operation. 


The day is made possible by the 
generous people who donate items 
for our charity auction. The Donut 
Hole and the Chandler family feed 
hundreds of people breakfast and help 
pay for the charter boats. John Wise 
donates rods and reels. Trey Nick does 
whatever needs to be done. 


Boat captains make one last trip of the 
year and keep track of the youngsters 
and catch lots of fish. Our town’s 
heritage—and this sometimes seems 
forgotten—is fishing. This day helps 
us remember. 


And the volunteers. It seems to be the 
same people every year. The beautiful 
schoolteachers who handle _ the 
paperwork. All kinds of people who help 
herd and feed the kids. On the dock— 
sending the children off and welcoming 
them back—will be Jimmy Patzig and 
Tommy Norred, both displaying good 
humor and charming smiles. 


David “Catfish” Knight won’t be with 
us on the docks anymore, but he'll be 
with us in spirit. And we’ll never forget 
how instrumental he was from the very 
beginning of this wonderful tradition. 


That’s not all. 


On Nov. 23, Harbor Docks will host 
our Thanksgiving dinner for the 23rd 
year. (We must have been feeling guilty 
about something 23 years ago.) 


Ann Jones, our benevolent icon, will 
prepare food for 2,000 people. That’s 
a hell of a sentence (in more ways 
than one), and not entirely accurate. 
Ann has some help from a bevy of 
volunteers. Jackie Tway, as always, 
organizes the troops. But this was 
Ann’s idea, and it was a really good 
one. 


We'll raise over $20,000 again this 
year for Habitat for Humanity and 
Destin Harvest. It’s an incredible day 
for everyone—volunteers, guests, and 
Harbor Docks’ staff. But now, there is 
more to it than that. 


Ann’s idea, like many good ideas, 
has traveled. Her idea has spread. 
Thanksgiving feasts will take place 
at our restaurants in Athens, 
Knoxville, Chattanooga, Birmingham, 
Tuscaloosa and Mobile—and not for 
the first time in any of those cities.

Congrats, Festival of the Arts Winners! 


On a sunny fall weekend, the Emerald Coast arts 
scene sparkled a little brighter as 31 local and 
regional artists who ventured to the Northwest 
Florida Gulf Coast to exhibit in the 22nd annual 
Mattie Kelly Arts Foundation Festival of the Arts 
were awarded $10,000 in cash art prize awards 
honors. 


The two-day signature art celebration, held on 
Halloweekend in the Mattie Kelly Cultural Arts 
Village in Destin, featured exhibits of more than 
200 artists from across the United States and 
Europe showcasing a diverse palette of artistic 
styles.

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Come On... Living Colour Brings 
the Noise to Destin Nov. 7

The language of music can be a powerful tool for 
change. As humans, we find that moment in a song 
when we fully hear it—the expression of emotion 
behind someone’s point of view that can be so outside 
your own experience, yet you feel it in your bones. 


I have a very specific memory of listening to “Open 
Letter (To a Landlord)” from Living Colour’s Vivid 
album and having one of those moments. I’d never 
lived in a big city or heard the term “gentrification”’— 
after all, I was still in elementary school. But I 
could feel the ramifications of it. I could understand 
the lyrics that related to how greed was uprooting 
homes without compassion. The song planted seeds 
of empathy and social awareness about a situation 
removed from my own. 


That’s still the power of Living Colour. Even in 2017, 
as it sometimes feels that the divide is growing, they 
step up and earnestly share of themselves with their 
new album Shade. 


“It’s great to still be together after all these years as 
brothers,” shares longtime Living Colour bassist Doug 
Wimbish. “To make music that is still being received 
and relevant. This product Shade is kind of like a 
testimony in a sense, almost like an autobiography of 
who we are and what we stand for as individuals. To 
be able to be out here now and do this, and still have 
people who want to come check us out and digging 
the record—my dear, that’s all you can ask for in this 
world.” 


Wimbish has a firm understanding of the impact 
Living Colour can make on personal perceptions. That 
understanding is rooted in warmth and compassion, 
making Wimbish a joy to talk to. 


“Music is a reflection of your life in my opinion, 
and how you live it comes out in your music. Being 
engaged at this period of time in history and all the 
things that are going on in this world, all over the 
world...Living Colour has never been a band to just 
play the role of playing it safe and staying away from 
issues that maybe other artists might feel that their 
career might be threatened if they speak up on things 
that might be sensitive. 


“The role that we play, the position that we are 
in—as African Americans, as people of this planet, 
and people that are just trying to be conscious of all 
different things that are going on... Not just in our 
neighborhood, but in all neighborhoods, we are just 
trying to find a way to put that in the conversation.” 


Shade makes some surprising choices, including 
featuring three covers from three very different 
artists—Robert Johnson, Marvin Gaye, and The 
Notorious B.I.G. 


The Robert Johnson song “Preachin’ Blues” marked 
the beginnings of the new album. In 2012, Living 
Colour was asked to perform at the Robert Johnson 
at 100 event at Apollo Theater. 


“We put the song together in the dressing room,” says 
Wimbish. “There was no rehearsal. We played the 
Apollo and got a standing ovation. And it wasn’t that 
it was stroking our egos, it was more about the idea 
of being able to celebrate with our peers and also be 
able to have this spirit of Robert Johnson get infused 
in us for a minute. 


“We said to ourselves, as we were in the process of 
trying to make a record, What just happened first of 
all, and maybe this is the direction we should take— 
to see if Living Colour can have a conversation and 
start to engage in the DNA in the blues, the history of 
it. How does it actually play out to different styles of 
music of today? So ‘Preachin’ Blues’ was the lightning 
bolt, the start of the conversation.” 


Wimbish brought in longtime friend and producer 
Andre Betts, who helped Living Colour restructure 
their writing process. “Dre wanted everyone to 
be a part of the writing and everything to be 
spontaneous. It gave us a sense of togetherness, and 
it gave us a sense of having a discussion. We are 
working everyone’s moment as strength. We worked 
it like old Motown stuff.” 


In an industry where there is a growing need to follow 
up every song with two more, Wimbish and Living 
Colour aimed for Shade to be something of lasting 
substance. “Either you got it right or you don’t. You 
have one chance at a first impression. This album 
could have come out in 2014, but there was a lot of 
deep breaks and breakdowns and we just had to keep 
at it.” 


Was the wait worth it? I think so. Shade is timeless 
and unabashedly Living Colour. They didn’t rest on 
their past successes, they struck out for new ground. 


“’m proud of this,” Wimbish says of the album. “I’m 
proud of my bandmates, I’m proud of our label. We

did have to go through some transitions, but that’s 
life. Life is about choices. Giving up is easy, emotions 
are part of what went into this record and that is 
what the blues represents—stories, emotions, and it 
has not all been easy. We have to represent what 
is happening right now through the lens of Living 
Colour.” 


If you dive into Wimbish’s history, music has always 
been there. From Sugarhill Records, playing bass on 
Grandmaster Flash and the Furious Five tracks, to 
working with everyone from The Rolling Stones to 
Madonna, it’s a who’s who of icons. But that drive 
starts somewhere. 


“You have to support the youth,” says Wimbish. 
“To support live music, you have to make sure it is 
infused and available through the arts. You have to 
go to town hall and say that we need enough funds 
to ensure that our kids are able to explore and use 
their imaginations. It has to be there. It has to be 
supported. 


“And go see live music. Support all the music. 
Support these kids so they have the opportunity to 
use their imagination and the music will always be 
there.” 


On Nov. 7, Destin will have its own opportunity to 
support Living Colour by seeing them live at Club 
LA. “I’m looking forward to coming to Destin and 
getting our groove on there,” says Wimbish. 


When I share how personally excited I am about the 
show, once again I’m treated to Wimbish’s heart and 
humility. “Thank you for believing in the band. We 
appreciate it.”

Divine Barbecue in the House of Meat 


I went to The Parson’s Son BBQ for a weekday 
lunch, arriving early so as not to miss out on the 
ribs. I had heard they sell out fast. My plan was to 
eat lunch solo, then take home dinner for my family. 
The house caters to working people with limited 
lunch time, offering handy to-go meal options as 
well as catering services. They also offer a discount 
to military, law enforcement and first responder 
personnel. 


I think I was the first customer in that day. I could 
smell a multitude of good things cooking, emphasis 
on the savory scent of smoked meats. The restaurant 
is roughly square in shape. The order counter and 
kitchen are on the back wall, and there’s seating of 
assorted sizes on both sides of a middle partition. 
The walls are wood paneled, with bright corrugated 
metal trim, some decorator touches, and a service 
counter with their celebrated seven sauces, all 
house made, with suggestions on which barbecue to 
pair them with. Blues music—T-Bone Walker, B.B. 
King, and their colleagues—plays over the sound 
system, in accordance with the scriptures. 


I was greeted by a friendly staffer. She told 
me the day’s specials, including one involving 
an enormous, complex, possibly hazardous 
combination of food called the Wrecking Roll. 
“We're not your cardiologist,” she observed with 
a smile. I took a few minutes to check out the 
menu while she continued preparing some ribs 
and chicken, brought out from the fragrant 
kitchen to rest before carving or pulling. 


The Parson’s Son menu stands four-square for 
barbecue, offering pulled pork, pulled chicken, 
brisket, “burnt ends” (the charred, smoky 
“debris” trimmed from barbecue), pork ribs 
(St. Louis style, with a dry rub), and sausage. 
There’s no fish, no salads except cole slaw, 


and the closest thing to a vegetarian entree was _ 
the Big Spud, a baked potato with butter, cheese... 
and meat. Unless you count the apple and cherry 
cobbler, one of the desserts available that day. I 
honestly can’t recall what the other was, because 
I stopped listening once I heard “apple and cherry 
cobbler.” It might have been banana pudding, but 
don’t quote me. 


To dine in, I ordered a large pulled pork sandwich 
platter, which came with a choice of one “basic” 
side—potato chips, baked beans, cole slaw, hot 
slaw, green beans, or potato salad. There are also 
premium sides of mac and cheese, red beans and 
rice, and sweet potato casserole for an extra charge. 
I chose the baked beans, which, for the record, come 
with a garnish of meat. 


To go, I ordered a half-rack of ribs, a three-meat 
platter with pulled pork, chicken and brisket, plus 
sides of sweet potato casserole and red beans and 
rice. Both meals come with Texas toast. 


I visited the sauce bar. The seven sauces are Alabama 
White sauce (mayo-based, black pepper), Southern Belle 
(sweet), Georgia Peach (mustard, tomato, peach), North 
Carolina Tang (thin and vinegary), Tennessee Summer 
(spicy, tomato based), Lucifer’s Revenge (the Tennessee, 
but hotter), and Satan’s Fury (sweet, smoky, notes of 
hellfire). Piously, I chose the first five. I also ordered the 
cobbler. They were just taking it from the oven. 


My lunch arrived (they considerately waited to package 
the takeout until I was ready to leave). I cut the sandwich 
in two. It was loaded with strands and chunks of lush, 
savory smoked pig. Some bites melt-in-the-mouth, 
others were crisped and chewy. It needed a knife and 
fork, so I could add different sauces as I tried each bite. 
I recommend the Tang as a base (cuts the richness just 
right), and then eater’s choice for succeeding bites. The 
beans were sweet and smoky. 


I had just a bite of the cobbler, which ran with butter, 
with a caramelized crust. 


Other choices are barbecue nachos, big spud, rib and 
chicken combos, and a sampler platter. Consider the 
Sow Sandwich, but youll be cautioned, “Don’t order 
unless you are hungry!” 
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That evening we broke out the takeout. Parson’s 
Son treats you right even when they pack. 
Each of the three meats was nearly wrapped in 
absorbent paper to retain their individuality. All 
meats were silky and expertly pulled. My wife and 
I split the ribs, which were lean and falling apart, 
without needing any sauce at all. The red beans 
and rice was generously garnished with sausage, 
and had a sneaky heat. The sweet potatoes were 
creamy, with a butter and sugar topping. 


The Parson’s Son sits on the corner of a side 
street. It helps that they’ve placed a colorful 
sign, depicting a female pig standing in a Betty 
Grable-style pinup pose. I challenge anyone to 
look away from it.

Brews, ‘Que and You

Lucky you, there’s another festival happening 
that not only offers brews but copious amounts 
of food. And when we say “you,” we mean us, too. 
Because having ample amounts of both is our idea 
of nirvana. 


We're talking about The 10th Annual Blues, Brews 
& BBQ Fest slated for Saturday, Nov. 4, from 
11 a.m. to 4 p.m. at the picturesque HarborWalk 
Village. Sponsors are Leinenkugel, Sam Adams and 
Abita. Admission is $30 in advance, good for seven 
drinks and unlimited barbecue samples. 


Even though under-2 1-year-olds can’t imbibe, they 
can chow down to their heart’s content with a food- 
only ticket for $20. VIP upgrades are $50 (advance 
sales only), which ups the drink count to 10. At-the- 
door prices are five dollars more. A discounted rate 
applies for military and first responders, so make 
sure you ask about it if it applies to you. 


Now, here are some really important features of this 
year’s event. First, the admission fees will benefit a 
number of truly worthwhile charities which means 
you get to feel good about all the scrumptious 
offerings as well as being a big help to the 
community. Second, the tastings will feature brews 
(as you may have already guessed from the name) 
plus well-chosen bourbon samples from Timber 
Creek Distillery. And with seven to 10 selections at 
your whim, you'll be able to sample some of each. 


Most importantly, you'll be the judge when it comes 
to deciding the best barbecue entry for the People’s 
Choice award. But you have to show up to be a 
part of it all. And when you do, be sure to say hello 
to Beachcomber Editor Chris Manson who will be 
a member the official panel of judges. Will he be 
donning his infamous, temporary dreadlocks and 


singing the Walton County Jail song after a couple 
of rounds? You'll be the first to know... 


One thing we can guarantee is plenty of eats cooked 
up by some of the area’s best and most creative 
food venues. And the beer will be flowing all day. 
In addition to sponsors Abita, Leinenkugel and 
Sam Adams, expect to see some of your favorite 
local brewers pouring, such as Idyll Hounds, Props 
Brewery and Destin Brewery. 


What’s great about a beer event like this—besides 
the live music, views and fun crowd—is it’s the 
perfect way to try new brews without commitment. 
You know how it is. If you go to a liquor or grocery 
store and buy even a sixer of something new, you’re 
stuck with it whether you like it or not. Been there, 
done that, never drank more than a few. But ata 
festival, you’re free to flit around from booth to booth 
like a free-spirited, beer-drinking butterfly, and you 
can take some risks. And if by chance you find one 
that doesn’t tickle your taste buds, you can simply 
move on without being stuck with pricey leftovers. 


One word of caution from a beer and barbecue 
lover. The spice in the food can throw the taste of 
the beer off kilter and vice versa. One way to get 
around that is to carry a bottle of water and sip it 
in between samplings to help reset the taste buds. 
Unseasoned bready items like a big ol’ soft pretzel 
will also work. 


So, which brews go best with which ‘que? Though 
the competing eateries are keeping their entry 
recipes top-secret until the day of the event, we 
asked some of our favorite hardcore hopheads for 
general barbecue pairing suggestions. Smoked 
meats can take on heavy hitters like stouts, porters, 
brown ales, bocks and German dunkels. Pretty 
much anything goes, including chocolate, oat, 
coffee and milk stouts. Smoked turkey and other 


poultry are well complemented by fruitier varieties 
like hefes as well as some porters. Smoked fish goes 
particularly well with citrusy varieties. 


Adding sauce can be a game changer. For the white 
Alabama sauce that’s typically made with mayo, 
vinegar and a kick of horseradish, itll depend on 
how tangy it is, but often an IPA will pair well. 
Sweet, thick, traditional-style red sauces are bold 
enough to take on smoked or barreled aged brews. 
If in doubt, a mild pale ale, pilsner or lager will pair 
with just about anything. 


As for us, we throw all caution to the wind and try 
anything unusual at least once. And Blues, Brews & 
BBQ Fest is the perfect place to do that.
